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_ TAXPAYERS FINANCING MOTOR TRUCKS 


In the last annual report of the depart- 
ment of public works‘of thé state of Wash- 
ington, ‘the first 376 pages are devoted to 
steam railways, electric railways, electric light 
The balance of the 
book, 263 pages, is devoted to motor vehicle 
regulation. Some 260 auto transportation 
Companies reported to the department. 

Our highways were built for publie egn- 
venience. These roads, however, aré rapidly 
being, turned into right of way for private 
corporations: fer private gain. No attempt is 
made to furnish service. by motor truck or 
‘bus until the taxpayers have ‘first construct- 
ed @ hard surface right of way. 

Motor bus and truck competition cuts two 
ways. It reduces the earning power and con- 
sequently the valuftion for tax asséssment 
purposés of railroads and ‘electric lines. It 
then prematutely destroys the hard surface 
roads built af public expense, a large por- 
tion of the money for building which ¢ame 
from the tax payments of the railroad and 
- electrie lines which us competition tends 

to destroy. : 

If bus and truck -trafsportation is more 
eeonomical and efficient than railroad trans- 
portation, there is no question but what it 
will eventually displace steam and electric 
lines, but at the present there is not the 
slightest evidence that it could in any way 
compete with our rail carriers if it was re- 
quired to pay its own way instead of dipping 
into the public treasury for hundreds of mil- 
lions of dolldrs fo¥ buying, improving and 
maintaining its road‘ bed on which it pays 
no construction cost, maintenance or taxes. 

It is the taxpayers who are making motor 
bus and truck operation possible, and it is 
the taxpayers who are the heaviest losers as 
the result of increased expenditures required 
to maintain public roads for private gain. 

It would take 125 motor trucks of 20 ton 
eapacity each and 125 drivers to move the 
load of one freight train of 50 cars of 50

LOCK AND BOLT THE DOORS 


A bond issue of $500,000,000 is a big, if 
not dangerous, undertaking for any state. 

Five hundred millions is a large sum. It 
means a yearly interest charge of at least 
$20,000,000. 

Somebody must pay the $20,000,000 an- 
nual interest charge on these bonds and it 
looks as if that somebody is the fieople of 
California. 

The proponents of the scheme have fig- 
‘ured ft all out to make it apppear that the 


project will pay its own way. But like Squire ° 


Parkington in figuring the distance of the 
moon from the earth, they appear to have 
guessed at the first quarter and then mul- 
tiplied that by four. 

‘They say they propose to sell water at 
‘cost.’ What does that mean? Does it mean 
anything? What will be the cost? That is 
what the people have a right tot know before 
they burden the state with a half billion in- 
terest bearing bond debt, and that is what 
the proponents of the Water Power Act 
ought to tell, but it is just what they care- 
fully refrain from telling. 

Put a shoemaker at making a shoe and 
the cost will be one thing. Put him at mak- 
ing a watch and ihe cost will be quite another. 
Likewise put practical men at developing 
water power and the cost will be one thing. 
Put politicians at it with authority to milk 
the treasury and pillage the taxpayers, as 
the Act provides, and the good Lord only 
knows what the cost will be. 

California today enjoys the lowest rates 
from the development of hydro-electric power 
of any state in the union. The people of 
California are not complaining of these rates 
but they are complaining of the tax rate. 

It is inconcievable that development of 
water power by the state will reduce rates, 
while it is inevitable that an increase in the 
bonded debt of half a billion will greatly in- 
erease the tax rate: : 

The proposed act itself is socialistic, and 
if we are going to experiment with socialism 
let us do it by Jocking and bolting the treas- 
ury instead of breaking the locks and remov- 
ing the doors.

SEPARATING A TEAM OF HORSES 


The application to the Interstate Commerce 
Oommission by the Southern Pacific to lease 
the Central Pacific, if granted, will serve the 
good purpose of preventing th® ‘public harm 
that must inevitably result from tearing the 
Southern Pacific to pieees. 

Separate and there will be twenty 
more interchange points and therefore twenty 
more breaks or delays in the movement of 
shipments enroute. It would necessitate the 
employment of many more joint inspectors, 
multiply records and increase the cost of ae- 


roads instead of one in ordering empty ears 
for loading and in optaining passing reports 
and adjusting claims. Operating divisions 
would have to be changed, shops, freight 
houses and terminal facilities would have to 
be duplicated, employes would have their runs 
changed with much ¢xpense and inconvenience 
to themselves and families, communities would 
be disturbed and’ harm done by the changes 
separation would necessitate. 

Separating them is like separating a team 
of herses, for the Southern and Central have 
grow up and worked together .as a team for 
more than half a century. Separation of a 
team would mean expense for one more wagon 
and driver with no increase in transporta- 
tion capacity if indeed it would not thereby 
be reduced. Why then separate? If leasing 
the Central to the Southern will foreclose on 
all the public disadvantage, all the incon- 
venience and expense that is bound to result 
from separation, and- this seems logical, in 
the name of common sense let it be done, 
and let the Pacific coast continue to enjoy 
the service of one good, efficient transporta- 
tion system rather than have to contend with 
two systems which add no new track or out- 
lets for new territory, but which simply will 
cause inconvenience te shippers and traveling

In face of that warning, a proposed constitutional amendment has been put’ 7 
on your ballot to be voted on November 7th which creates a powerful new , 
commission, called the Water and Power Board, and authorizes it, without 
further reference to the people or the legislature, to issue state bonds to the 
enormous amount of half a billion dollars. That bond issue will multiply the 
state's debt more than six times. The board is authorized to invest the 
money in water and power speculations and “to do ary and all things nece, 
essary or convenient for the conservation, development, storage and distribu- 
tion of water, and the generation, transmission and distribution of electric 
energy.” It is authorized also “to purchase, acquire, produce, manufacture or 
otherwise provide facilities, materials and supplies, raw or finished, and any 
property or thing necessary or convenient to the accomplishment of the pur- 
poses of this article.” e 

The board is authorized to fix its own rates, which need not be uniform, so 
that particular localities or industries could be favored. The proposed amend- 
ment makes an appointive board, sitting at Sacramento, the arbitrary mas- 
ters of the credit and the industry of the State of California.
